Smallpox In Arkansas. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gibson reports, January 24: 
The annual recrudescence of smallpox in the State of Arkansas 
has occurred. During the month of December, 1909, smallpox 
prevailed in and about Monticello, Drew County, where about 15 
cases were reported. It is now prevalent in Desha County. Forty- 
six cases have been reported near Scott Station, Lonoke County. 
Of these about 13 are in Pulaski County and the others in Lonoke 
County. Cases are reported in Pulaski County at Argenta, Sweet 
Home, and Fourche Dam. Cases are reported at Brinkley, Monroe 
County. 

It is probable that smallpox has existed continuously in southeast 
Arkansas since it made its first appearance there more than 10 years 
ago. The disease has usually been of light form, its prevalence 
decreasing with warm weather and increasing and spreading annually 
with the advent of cold weather.
